but namely for Kmmgsand publike Magiſtrates, and ſuch 
as are ermnent in the State, that the Goſpell may be pro- 
pagated, peace, vertue and iuſtice, may be maintained. 
For, Prou. 29. When good men are in authoritie, the peo- 

ple ſhall retoyce;, but when the wicked beare rule, the land 
mournes; And Eſay 49. Kings ſhall be thy nonriſhers, and 
Dneenes thy nurſes, when God will put his Church in- 
tothe hands of the Magiſtrate as it were to nurſe, let 
thankes berendred to him for his ordinance, and fup- 
plication, and prayers, and interceſſion, be made for their 
continuance inwell doing; that the State vnder them

In handling where- 
of you. will ſoone perceive me to omit many points 
that are incident : but I muſt attend vpon the time,and - 
will aime onely at the occaſton, 

5 Firſt, the exerciſe commended 1s prayer and 
thankſeining. For, 2. Cor, 10.4. the weapons of our war- 
fare are not carnall, but mightie : where Saint Chryſo- 
{tome notes vpon that place,not our wealth, or power, or 
flattering of onr ſelnes can ſaue vs, but the power of God. 
This duty is expreſſed in foure termes : ſupplication, 
prayer, interceſſion, thankſatuing. The ſtreame of Do- 
ctors, and expoftitors, old and new, commonly diſtin- 
ouith theſeas foure ſeueral} kindes of prayer,albeit they 
ſcarceagreein defining the. The moſt received diſtin- 
ction is,that ſupplicationsare for the pardon of our fins. 
Prayers, the vow and promife, that we make to God, 


touching the amendment of our life. 1nterceſfion when

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 wepray forothers. Thankſcining, when we praiſe his 


Name, forthe graces he be{towes vpon vs. Others, 
who ſceme to come nearer the point, expound them 


thus : when we pray God to turne away euill, this is

For my owne part, thinke it more 
probable and caſter to defend, that the Apoſtle intends 
no ſuch diuiſton, in regard of the matter of Prayer; bur 
onely to commend the ſame thing in diuerſe words, 
according to the cuſtome of the Scripture; for howſo. 
euerprayerand thankſgiutng may be diſtinguiſhed, yet 
the reſt either cannot, by reaſon they do all of them 
eſſentially include each other ; orarc not, in this place, 
by reaſon the definitions afligned will not ſoaptly 
ſute with the Text, I will therefore follow * Hilary, 
who applies themto the ſeucrall rotons of” the minde 
wherewith weought to pray : for in all prayer itis ne-

prayer and ſupplication,and giue thankes torthele things.

Socrates telleth that when aterrible fire in Conſtanti- 
nople, faſtened on a great part of the citie, and tooke 
hold ofthe Church, the Biſhop thereof went to the al- 
tar, and falling downe vpon his knees, would not rife 
trom thence till the fire, blaſting in the windowes, and 
fiſhing at cucry doreto come in,was vanquiſhr, 8 the 
Church preſerued: with the louds of his deuotion,he 
ſlaked the furie of the threatning element. The ſame 
ſhal be the force of our prayers for his Maieſtie and the 
Stare, if we be faithfull therein : hereſte may rage,trea- 
ſon conſpire, and enemies caſt fire-brands; but we will 
truſt in him that neuer forſaketh ſach 2s cal vpon his name. 
| 8 Thenextthing mentioned in the text, is the 
matter of our prayers , containing the Perſons & the 
thing to be prayed for : touching the Perſons, heen- 
toynes that we pray, firſt, generally, for all men : and 
then particularly, for Kings aud all in authoritie, Furſt, 
for all men, the reaſon whereof ts yeelded, verſethe 
fourth, becauſe God wills that all men be ſaned,and come 
tothe knowledge of the truth: and Chriſt the Redcemer, in 
ſome true manner or other, gane himſelfe a ranſome for 
all, Our deuotion muſtattend Gods will, that what he 
willes we pray for,that ſo his will may be done in earth 
a5 it is in heauen, There wereno difficultie in this point 
if by, ALL man,no more were meant the A/theeleR, 
C's Or 
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or All chat profeſſe Chriſt, and are true members of 

the Church. For in theſe the mercie of God, and the 

effc& of our prayers infallibly and apparantly ſhew 
themſclues: for, Row.8. Whom he predeFtinated, them he 

calles, and whom he calles thoſe he initifies, and whom he 

juſtifies them he alſoglorifies. But when we ſee with our 

ejes innumerable companies, and whole nations, to 

be Barbarians, Infidels, lewes, Idolaters, Heretickes, 

Atheiſts, Profane , Excommunicate , Encmies; and 
when we certainly know by the Scripture, and with- 

out controuerlte beleeue, no ſmall part of mankind,

them drowned in, the more doth Chriſtian piette bind 
vsto pitic their ſtate, & deſire their conuerſton.

in. Yeahethat moſt (trongly thinkes himſclfea repro-

tion, forany thing that we know. Thirdly,the comman- 
dement of prayer no where diſtingaiſheth betweene elect and | 
reprobate,but generally bind' to pray for all men, There is 
a diſtinction, and God that made it, knowes it; but we 
muſt do our owne worke, and let God alone with his.

& likelihoods of any mans reprobation be,yet ſtillwe 
haue five things that ouercome ſuch coniectures, and 
make the poſhbilitie of his ſalvation morallto vs. Firſt, 
the generall promiſesof the Goſpell offred to all. Se- 
condly, the efficacy of Gods grace when it comes. 
Thirdly, the poſſibility that it may come. Fourthly,the 
commandement to pray that it may come. Fiftly, the 
examples of diverſe in deſperate ſtate,to whom it hath 
come. All which bcing pur together and well conſide- 
red, make it morally poſſible that he may be called;and 
oucrcome the molt violent conieRures and preſump- 
tions to the contrary, in as much as when they are at 
the higheſt,yet they neuer exceede the latitude or di- 
menfions of a contectare. Fourthly, though in the 
ſenſe ofmy firſt concluſion we do not pray that all 
men generally, including the reprobate, may be ſaued; 
nor can give thankes forthe ſaluation of thoſe whom 
God ſauesnor; yet for the temporall good of reprobates 
and all, whether ſpirituall or concerning their outward ſtate, 
we may both pray and giuethankes, The realon is, for 
God giues ſuch temporall things ro the reptobare, and 
for his Churches good, to olorific bis Name, magnifie 
his liberality, make them without excuſe, and benefire 
_ bischildren : which being ends belonging tothe ſan- 

ification of Gods name inthe wicked, we _y pray 
forall that which may aduance them. 

9 Touching prayer for our enemies, therelies no 
queſtion ; our Sauiour ſo cxprefly including i it inthe 
commandement touching prayer, and by his owne 
bleſſed example and theexample tof his deareft ſeruants 
commendingit tovs.

cauſe. This is that which the late Councell of Lateran 
in Rome called Regale Pontificium Ramanorum genus: 
The rotall race of our Roman Biſhops. They call him that 
now is Paulus Quintus, Yice-dews , Reipub. Chriſtiane 
Monarcha , Pontificie omnipotentie aſſertor inuittiſſi- 
mus. The vice-God and Monarch of the Chriſtian world, 
and the inuincible defender of the Papal omnipotencie. But 
[ct them alone; he is Antichriſt for his labour, whom 
Saint Paule ſaycs, we ſhall know by this, that he will ex- 
althimſelfe, in! 7dym xs yiuor b:dv.n cifacue: Beyond all 
Anzuſieity and them that are called Goas; as Kings, by 
Gods owne mouth are. S. Paul afhrmes that to be the 
higheſt power which beares the ſword, Rom.12.and there- 
fore himſclfe ! appealed to it. Optatus, againſt the Do- (44 ,;.. 
natiſts, * ſaith, Super Imperatorem non eſt niſi Dems, quife- tLib.z. contr, 
cit Imperatorem there is none about the King but God that Parmen. 
made the King, And with Kings muſt be ioyned all that 

are in authoritie;Peeers, Indges, Magittrates, Councel- 

lours of State, Captaines of warre : mers i» dregey3, All 

that arc eminent, or haue any ſtroke inthe government, 

For they alſo may do good or hurt : for *Iofeph was u Gen. 41.43. 
the King of Egypts right hand : andthey cried in the 
ſtreetes Abrech, tor he was Pater patrie, A tenger father 

to his countrey, and preſerued it in time of extremitie, 

Though Achitophel,and Shebnah, and Symmachus, 
andStephen Gardiner, were not ſuch. For though 

good Kings neuer ſo willingly, as the Sunne, yeeld 

their light and comfort to the State, yet bad perſons a- 

boutand vnder them, not louing the Goſpell nor ju- 

ſtice, but aiming at their owne priuate ends, like clouds 


or malignant ſtarres, may come betweene and hinder

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= the influence. Beſides, their example drawes like Ada- 
_ mant; and their integritieis ſo needfull, that vnder the 
beſt Princes that ever were, that part of the State hath 
alway droopt and w irhered that bad officers hauc med- 
dled with. As on thecontrarie; thevertue of the infe- 
riour Magiſtrate hath oftentimes qualified the errours 
 anddiſtempers of violent tyrants: as we may perceiue 
1n the goucrnement of Ichoaſh of Iuda, ® of whom it is 
ſaid, that He dzd thatwhich was richt in the ſight of the 
Lordall the Aayes wherein Iehoiadah the Prieſt inſtructed 
him, This is the reaſon why the Church muſt pray for 
K "gs and all in authoritie vnder.them. 
| Learne here, that gouernement and eminency 
1s of God by his owne ordinance, for the benefite of 
mankind,and maintenance of ciuill ſocierie: elſe the A- 
_ poſtlewould not haue ticd vs to pray tor them. Yeahe 
ſaith expreſly, Rom. 13.1. T here i no power but of God, 
the powers that be are ordained of God, therefore God gi- = 
ueth them his ownenames and tirles,and ſers them 1n a

\xMat.+ thronelike himſelfe : And * the Duucll, making an offer 
to Chriſt, that he would giue him Al the kingdomes of 
the world, promiſed more then he had cither right or 

ower to performe. But here we muſt diſtinguiſh. 
Therearef urethingsina King and euery one tharis in 
authoritie.Fuſt, his perſon, wherein he partakes in the | 
common nature ofall other men, and lives and dies | 
Ike them. Secondly, his power awd royall drgnitie. This 
is of God, whoſocucr he be that hath ir, whether a 
g00d Prince or a Tyrant : a Nero or a Conſtantine, | 
one or other. Thirdly, his coming to his power, This al- 
ſois of God, when it is by lawful meanegwithont viur- 
pation, elſenot. For he that ordaines the power, al- 
loweth 
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loweth not the vſurpation of it. Fourthly, the ve of 


the power, which being iuſt, and godly, and right, is 
alſo of God : but the abuſe of it by tyrannie oridola- 
try,or iniuſtice, for example, is not ſo; for God allowes 
no power to ouerrule his owne Law. Our Anabap- 


tiſts therefore, and ſuch as are enemies to Monarchie, 


andall conſpirators, Aſſaſines, rebelles, and turbulent 
perſons, are beaſts, and enemies to Gods ordinance 
and to nature. For, ſaith Philo, He that lines under a 
law t 4 citizen of the world : the reaſon whereof he 
OLUES, Tis Tga.Cers a Teva woos mo Gene This evazaes : He 


rules his aftions according tothe rule of nature, For albcit 


the Magiſtrate ſometimes ſtep into his place and vſlz it 
volawfully, yet (till che place is of divine ordinance, 
and the meanes to reforme what is amille, is ſtil] to pray 
for Kinzs and all in authoritie. And not onely the King 
himſelfe is of God, bur all the eminency and diſtin- 
ction of authoritic that is vnder him, his Nobles, his 
Councellers, his Indges, his Magiſtrates, his Officers, 
his Courts.,are all of God; to maintainehis Stare and 
royaltie, and to manage the affaires of rhe Common- 
wealth, which one man cannot do: andit is but a {a- 
vageand popular humour to backbite or deſpiſe this e- 
”inency in whom ſocuer. Thoſe rhymes, When Adam 
delued and Ene ſpan, cc. were likerto be made in Wat 
Tylers campe,then any where elle; and the practiſe of 
Libclling againſt Magiſtrates and great perſons, at this 
day, that neither the living can walke, nor the dead 
ſleepe, cannot be iuſtified. If any thing be amiſle,there 
is cauſe rather of ſorrow then laughter, and it is fitter to 
pray,then to lay our heads together ata ſcurriſous Paſ- 


quil!: which tending to nothing butthe bringingof au- 
| D 2 thoritic 
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thoritie into contempt and diſgrace, the end may be 

the ouerthrow of all arthelaſt, when nothing is more 
dangerous in a State, then for Stateſmen to loſe their 
reputation : and the Stage and Poer, with icaſtes and 
Satyres to deride finne, which by the Biſhops and Pa- 

ſtors of the Church 1s grauely and ſeuerely to be repro- 

ued, Itis trucindeedthar among the Greekes, in ve- 

teri Comeaia the perſons of men were taxed: but they 

were Barbarians whom Chriſtians muſt not imitate; 

and the Magiſtrates thereby were diſgraced, and the 

rude people armed againſt them to the ruine of the beft 

men, as we haue examples in Socrates and others, and 
therefore the belt States put them all downe. 

12 Tcomenow tothelaſt point of my text: which

died an old man and yet liued but ſeuen yeares; becauſe af- 
ter he was out of his infancie, all the reſt of hislife was 
beaten with labour and vnquietneſſe. The goalineſſe 
mentioned is the true faith, and right ſeruice and wor- 
ſhip of God by truereligion , when the ſame is nou- 
riſhed in the State : as in the dayes of thoſe Kings that 
put downe the groues and altars built to Baal. Hone#y 
ſuppoſes euery vertue that maintaines ciuill ſocietie, 
and gouerns the outward life of the ſubiect : the con- 
trarie whereof is riot, diſorder, vnſeemlineſſe in man- 
ners. Theſe atethethingsto be aimed atin gouecrne- 
ment :and forthe obtaining whereof we mult pray and 
givethankes for Kings and allrn authoritie. = 

13 Notefirſt,that the beſt and principalleſt things 
that can betide any people, is, the maintenance of zrue 
religion and goalineſſe, and the preſeruation of peace and 
our ward honeſtze in the State: the Apoſtle requiring 
that we pray for theſe things firſ# of at;as that which all 
men muſt procure to the vttermoſt of their power:and 


which being obtained, Godin this life, g1ues no.grea- 


ter bleſſing. Our nation therfore poſſeſſing theſethiogs 
inſoample manner, muſt confeſfe that God hath in- 
riclt it with his greateſt mercies,and made it moſthap- 
pte, and giuen vnto itall that for the which he firſt or- 
dainced gouernement - of which point I ſhall ſay more 
D 3 in 
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in that which followeth. 
14 Note againe, howthe Magiſtrate, and others 
.of eminencie, muſt aduance theſe things and procure 
them. Firſt 1a their owne perſons, and by tacir owne 
example, themſclues liuing grauely,religioufly and ho- 
neſtly. For if the end of prayer be that this may be in 
the State, how much more arethe Stateſmen bound to 
_ aduance itin themſclues? Ir is a thing thargreat men 
and well borne, may as fitly take notice of, this day, as 
any day in the yearc; that the viing of their pleaſures 
moderately and diſcreetly, and the compoſing of theic 
manners and catriages, theirſtudies and example, to 
the maintenance of religion and honeſtie, will be very 
gratefuli,this day, and well accord with the prayers of 
the Church, There isa fault this way,I wil touch it, but 
ſoftly: Many gentlemen and eminentperſons, ſpecially 
of the younger ſort, too much neglerthat godlineſle 
and gouernement which , by their meanes, another 
day, when they are in authoritte, they ſhould ſee main- 
tained in others, Lightneſle of carriage, want of lear- 
ning, ignorancein the lawes , cuſtoines and gouerne- 
ment ofthe countrey, flackneſle,or poflivle,auerſneſſe 
in religion, abandoning themſelues ouer to.ſpending 
and ſenſuality : and for one particular , immoderate . 
drinking : are euill diſpoſitions to eminencie, and will 
make them both vnable to maintainethe publike good, 
and vnfit to gouerne others. No#tine hos, ſaith Pliny, qu: 
Omniumlibidinum ſerni,eos puniunt quos imitantur? Haue 
you not ſeene thoſe who being the ſernants of eaery ſinne,zet 
puniſhthat in others which themſelues imitate? Mendacia 
fallax Damnat, & in mechos gladium diſtrinzit adulter, 
was the complaint of Proſper: that is to ſay; when liers 
| = were 
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were tobe cenſured by deceivers, and adulterers to be 
puniſhed by wantons.It was buta bard ſhift that a city 
in Spain was glad to vſe for the redrefling of ſuch alike 
matter. Ludouicus Viues makes the report, The young 
Nobles and gentlemen, diuerſe of them, were fallen 
from the grauitie and honour of their anceſtors : they 
followed prodigalitie and lightnefle; they were vnlear- 
nedin the lawes, and knew little Arr, or militarie diſct- 


 pline; euery one had his miſtris, and ſpent histime in 


courting her : bankets, reuels, dancing, amarouſneſle, 
wastheir (tudie. Great gallants they weie, and that was 
all : which the ancient Magiſtrates obſcruing,thought, 
what will become of the countrey which theſe muſt 
gonerne when we are dead 2 They dealt with the wo- 
men, on whom they ſaw they depended; their daugh- 
ters,the Ladies,all the youpg gentlewomen; and ſhew- 
ing them the inconuenience, required their helpe,and 
oaue them inſtruction : which they following effeftu- 
ally, recovered the gentlemen. They repelled from 
their fauour all that were fantaſtica!l,ſent them to their 
bookes; aduiſed them to Armes , grauitie, ſobrierie, 
noblencſſe:and fauouring none that were vaine, they 
wrought wonders, and ſecured the State; that theſe 
men proucd as honourable and ſeruiceable in the ſame, 
as any of rheir anceſtors that were before them. I rold 
you this was but a hard ſhifr, yer "ps it the beſt they 
had; and would we had Ladies and gentlewomen to 
doas much for vs, when Biſhops and Preachers, and 

ſage examples of our State cannot do ir. PG, 
15 Secondly, the Magiſtrates muſt maintaine ci- 
uill 2oeſtze in others alſo that line vnder them.

vengeance on them. need not ſtand toprouethat which 
no man denies: onely they which know they ſhould 
do it, cither do it negligently, or are outfaced that they 
dare notdoit. VVho feeth not that whoredome, drin- 
king, ſwearing, quarrelling , and roaring ( pittie we 
ſhould be inforced to name ſuch things in this place) 
 areſo common, that ſcarce is there left in the ſtreetes, 
either rel;g10n,0r honeſtie, goalineſſe or cintlities But drin- 
king is now ſo taken vp through the whole kingdome, 
that the Germanes, I heare, arelikeroloſe their Char- 
cer? There was in Rome a ſtreete called Yicus Sobrins: 
T he Sober fireete, becauſe there was neuer an alchouſe in 
it; which is hard to be ſaid of any ſtreete in England. I 
heard my ſelfe, not long ſince, the principall Magiſtrate 
of this Cittic, that then was, in an open ſpeech tothe 
Commons , make ſo pithy and fecling a ſpeech tou- 
ching the bleeding fins, and ſwelling ſores, (ſo, as 1 re- 
member, he called them of the Cittie) and ſo tenderly 
exhort to amendement, that I well perceiued many 
things to be diſcouered that could not ſocalily be re- 
formed. And yet the Magiſtrate muſt not be wearie for 
all that, when the prayers of the Church continually 
attend vpon him; andif, by all endeuour poſlible, this 
oneſinneof drinking could be put downe, the publike 
honeſticot our nation would the caſilierbe maintained. 
Now, all ouer cheland, the Iuſtice of peace is milde, 
and thedrunkard merry,whichſrwo, you know, will a- 
mendnofinne. I willtellyou a ſtorie in Athenzxus of 
analehouſethar cameto becalled The ſigne of the gal- 
ly, vpon this occaſion. The roaring-boyes mecting at 
a houſe, dranke fo long that their braines being ouer- 
whclmed, 
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whelmed, they thought all that was about them to be 
ſea, and the roome where they ſatea Gally, fo toſſed 
with waues that they feared drowning; and therefore, 
as menin danger of ſhipwracke, they threwall things 
that came to hand out of the window into the ſtreere, 
pots, plate and furniture, to lighten the ſhip : which 

being taken vp 8& carried away by ſuch as came by, the 
Magiſtrate next morning comes to puniſh them for the 
diſorder : but they, hauing not yet \lept out their 
drinke,anſwered him, That it was better to caſt all into 
the ſea,then the Gally, wherein they were, ſhould be 
ſunke,and ſo many brauc gentlemen be caſt away; and 
while the Magiſtrate wondred attheir drunken imagi. 
nation, another, creeping from vnder the table where 
he had lien all the night, replied, thinking the Magi- 
ſtrates to haue bene gods of the ſea; And I, 0 ye 'Tri- 
rons, for feare laid me downe vnder the hatches: which 


diſtemper of theirs the officers perceiuing, went their 


” way, and forgiuing them, bad, Do ſono more : towho 


they all gaue this thankes;[f euer we eſcape this ſtorme, 
and get ſafe to land, we vow you ſtatues, and will ſer 


vp your images in our countrey as to our ſauiours. This 


ſtorie is a patterne of the behauiour which our drun- 
kards vie, and themanner how it is puniſht abroad in 
the countrey; when they are preſented, they anſwer 
tor themſelues ſome flegmaticke conceit of ſwimming 
in the ſea, thatreliſhes of the broth; and the Magiſtrate 
bids, Do no more ſo: and ſo the drunkard in honour 
of the Tuſtice, makes his image for ſauing him, and 
writes vpon it, Good-ale neuer wanted a friend ypon

They fay theres a bird, that, 
when men are at facrifice, takes fire from the altar, and 
burnes their houſes ; theſe are the birds of that feather, 
that can finde no fire to burne our State but whats 
kindled on their very altars, and the deareſt ceremonies 
ot their religion. Religion, ſacraments, prayer, the ho- 
teſt things they haue, and God himſelfe, are applied ro 
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executethe diuell and his Vicars curſed will. Thuanus 
writes that the Pope cauſed the maſſacre of Paris(whar 
time, in diverſe parts of France were murdered aboue 
60000 perſons) tobe painted in his pallace; it ſhould 
ſceme, Ad perpetuam rei membriam ; leſt ſo extreme 
wickedneſle ſhould be forgotten. So no doubt ſhould 
this Powder worke haue bene painted by it, it it had 
not miſcarried : ſaue that no Arccould haue imitated 
the confuſjon,no colour haue repreſented ſo barbarous 
crueltic.

did they worke like diuels * if Chriſtian men, let me 
{peake tothem in the wordes of Saint Cyprian: uid 
facit in pettore Chriſtians Luporum ferit as, canum rabies, 
ſeania beſtiarum, verenum lethale ſerpentum? How came 
entothe breaſt of Chriſtians the rage of Wolnes, the mad- 
weſſe of dogs, the cruelty of beaſts the deadly poyſon of veni- 
mou ſerpents?

taſte would returne vnto vs,and we ſhould better know 
what we haue. 


24 Touching Religion, andthe gonernment of our 


Church, eſtabliſhed by his Highnefſe , therebe many 
complaints madeby our Browniſts & theirfauourers: 


"Tan yap rodvguerts £51 1AaImON, fe or diſcontented mindes are Simocatt; 
alway whining, and vpon ſmall occaſions wſe to multiply Hitt 


mountaines of complaints : and fill the world with their im- 
portunity. A contemptible generation they,areand vn- 
worthy anſwer : yet I will ſay no more then istrue;Re- 
ligion is as purely taught & maintained in Englandthis 
day, as in any Church or nation in Europe,& as much 
liberty allowed topreach it : andtouchingrthe Ecclefi- 
aſticall gouernmentby Biſhops which they fo vellicare, 
I proteſt beforeGod and man,itamaſeth me to ſee fuch 
as can reade citherthe Scripture or-Antiquity to carpe 
atit, when the Chriſtian world, for 1400 yearesatter 
Chriſt, neuer ſaw any other gouernment, I will fatter 


F 3 neuer 
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euer a Biſhop in England,nor yet maintaineany thing 
that iuſtly may be imputed for an abuſe in the executi- 
on; but Iproteſt againe ,tharhauing diligently obſer- 
ued what I could finde in antiquitie,I finde the Ecclet1- 


aſticall gouernment by Biſhops, ſo condemned by 


Brownilts and others , the ſame that was in the primi- 
tiue Church; and the ſubordination of inferiour Mini- 
ſtersto them , no other then was from the beginning. 
No mans zeale againſt popiſh Biſhops , or pretence a- 
oainſt ambition and corruption,ſhould haue made him 
torgethimſelfe and the truth. I hauca good ſaying out 
of Saint Auſtin for ſuch perſons: Nos te,atlectiſſime, non 
ſic volumus hercticorum eſſe vittorem, ut error vincat er- 
rorem, (7 quod peins eſt mator minorem: Let them not la- 
bour to confute Heretickes in ſuch faſhion, that they 
wil ouercome oneetror with another,& which isworſe 
the leſſer with the greater. The vulgar ſort, who, by rea- 
ſon of ſomeabuſes, which no kinde of gouernment, 
whether Eccleſtaſticall or temporall, can auoide, take 
all from the Biſhop,and giue tothe lay Presbyterie: me 
ehinkes deale like the French King of whom Comine- 
us writes, who hauing Gallant in his armie that ran a- 
way out of the field when he ſhould hauc fought,tooke 
away all his offices, and gaue them to one that ran ten 
miles further then he. No man can beſo blinde but he

may well with modeſty expreſle : and time ſhall ſhew, 
thoſe writings will worke ſuch effeRs againſt the cne- 
mies of therruth , that the ages to come ſhall call him

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Bleſſed. And for his conftancy inthe maintenance and 
propagation of religion, both at home and abroad, I 
am not afraid co ſay any thing. How trequet do we ſce 
him in the word and facrament? that ſcarce any priuate 
man heares more Sermons then himſelfe: thar, in this 
reſpect, as much may be ſaid of his Court, as was ſaid - 
of the Court of Theodoſtius, that it was turned intoan 
Oratotte for the daily ſeruice of God. And to affure vs 
of his entire heart, he hath giue the deareſt pledges that 
he poſſibly could : againſt the Pope and his band he 
hath expoſed his Crowne, dignity, children, life, all he 
hath : what would we more 5 Ve know well enough 
how he hath bene laboured at home and abroad for 
toleration of Papiſtry : and how the Recuſants and 
their Patrons haue negotiated the bufineſſe : yet 
could they neuer, nor ſhall they euer ſtirre him. 
That day he gaue the Noble Princeſſe, that gracious 
Ladic his daughter to the Palatine, he ſealed vs an in- 
ſtrument of his hand to teſtify his loue to religion; and 

make his affection thereuntoknown toall men. Go we = 
yet forward to the reſt. How religiouſly and vertuouſly 
hath he cauſed the Prince his ſonne to be brought vp, 
whoſe education is ſuch, that I make a queſtion whe- 
ther any Biſhop in ourkingdome be ſo religious and 
carefullin the education of his child £ This we are ſure 
of; his Maieſtie cannot, in all that is vnder his hands, 
more pratifie the State, and the Church of God, and 
15 Pore ſttbiects therein, then inthis one thing, ifthe 
conſequence thereof be well conſidered and compa- 
red with the contrary. Let carping ſpirits and medling 
tongues,that hold it their chicfeſt libertie to ſcan Kings 


andrake into their ations , containe themſclues : theſe 
G his 
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his vertues, and this loue which he hath ſhewed to 
Stateand Church j{hall bindall godly hearts vnto him, 
and make them the tabernacle of his honours when 
Papiſts and factions haue ſper out their venime: whom 
I could charme wel enough if they were not deaffc Ad- 
ders. Dauid commended Saul : the Spirit of God 
Dauid-: the ancient Church could neuer farisfic it 
ſelfe in extolling Conſtantine, Theodoſtus, Valcnti- 
n1an, Gratian; and yet, if I liſted, I could picke quarrels 
to the beſt of them : and charge cucry one of them 
with ſome particulars that his Maieſtie cannot be tou- 
ched with.

16.26. Andas ata funeral dinner there are many gueſts 
and great cheere, butno mirth,becauſe he 1s dead that 
ſhould make it: fo in the ſtate of riches there is great 
plenty and much abundance of outward things,bur no 
tecuritie of mind, it they be not well vſed, becauſe that 
is wanting that ſhould giue it, the hope of ſaluation, 
and aſfurance of eternall life in the vzorld to come. He 
had ſaid.alittle before, verſe the ninth, that S«ch 25 will 
berich fail into temptation and ſnares, and lufs, that 
plonge them into deſtrudiion,and that the deſire of money 
ſhould be anoided 2s theroote of all euill : The which do- 
crine, leſt it ſhould be miſtaken, he expounds in this 
place; that his meaning is not {ſimply to condemne rhe 
ſtate of 11ch men, as ſome do, but onely to forewarne 
them ofthe danger:that they poſleſſe their riches,8 vic 
them with that humilitie of mind, and thankfulneſle to 
God, and readinefſe to do good, thatthey may make 
thema meanes to preferre themſclues thereby to the 
vadoubted hope of cternall life, | 

2 I know well, this dodrine, and very likely this 
text £00, 1s often handled in this place, but that is no 
matterzthe audience and occaſion will ſcarce admit any 
other. The Prieſts muſt walke, with-rhe ſame Arke vp- 
pon their ſhoulders, cuery day once, about the wals of 

Iericho, 
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Tericho for fixe dayes together, and the ſeventh day ſe- 
uen times : 7:ſ.6.3.The King of Iſrael beat the ground 
thrice, and the Prophet was angry that he beat it no 
ofrener. 2. Reg. 13. 18. The Sunneriſeth daily, yetno 
man is wearicof it. T he bodies nouriſhed, and diſca- 
ſes cured, not fo much with the vatietie of meates and 
phyficke, as with their gooonefle and fitnefle, Tf it 
pleaſe Godto giue me ſtrength, and you patience, the 
Text will ſerue well enough. 

3 Itcontainesathreefold admonition fortherich. 
Firſt, touching their mind, what to auoide: Not fo be 
hieh minded not totruſt in their riches but in God.Secod- 
ly, then touching the vle of their wealth : That they do 
2004, that they be rich in good workes, ready to diſtribute, 
willing to communicate. Thirdly,touching the end why 
they muſt do this: That they may lay vp in ſtore, for them- 
ſelues, a. good foundation againſt the time to come that they 
may lay hold on eternall life, They may pofleſle their ri- 
ches, but their riches muſt nor poſſeſſetheir minde. 
Then againe, they muſt not pofſefletheir riches alone, 
but,as Gods ſtewards put in truſt,they muſt faithfully 
impartthem roothers. Then laftly, they muſt ſo ſtore 
vp riches,thatthey ſtore vp withall a good conſcience, 
and ſo lay hold on theſe earthly things, tliat they loſe 
notthe hold of better things inthelite to come. Theſe 
arethe particulars of the whole. 

4 Bur firſt letit be noted how hepropounds this 
doqtrine: Charge them #hat are rich in thisworld, He 
condemnes nor riches, nor diſallowes their vſe, but 
onely bids Timothy admonith ſuch as haue them to be 
humbleminded. He binds no man to renounce ther, , 
but to vſe them well, and to ioyne the riches of Gods 
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grace with them. There haue bene humours excee- 
ding bulie with riches and greatneſle, and ail property 
and dominion ; that every thing might be 11 common. 
The Counccll of Dioſpolis charges Pelagius with this 
opinion, and made him recant it.. Buthe was not the . 
firſt, Niceph.lib.g.cap.16. ſaith of Euſtathius and his 
ſectarics, 2uod locupletes extorres pror[us regno celori eſſe 
duxerunt: They held no wealthy man could beſaucd. 
In ourtimes the Anabapriſts plied this conceit : they 
made a booke, called Ops reſkitutions, wherein they 
taughtit violently. Horten(1vs, in his ſtorte,tels ſtrange 
practiſes of theirs this way.But it is an abſurd humour, 
fit fornone but bankrouts and rebelles : when poſlc(- 
{1onsare giuen of God, and property is founded in 
the law of Nature : and againſt it Saint Auſtine, Zp.89. 
9.4. wittily obſcrued, that Lazarws a poore man, ſate in 
heauen, in Abrahams boſome, that was a rich max. Solo- 
mon ſaith, The rich and the poore meete together, and the 
Lord made them bath.Pron.2 2.2. 

'5 Neoteagaine how the Apoſtle will have Timo- 
thy, and, by his example, the Miniſters ofthe Church, 
to preach tothe richalſo, and the greateſt that line; and 
ſoto preach, that they be not flattered and letalone in 
bad courſes : but charzed and admoniſhed , if they 
ſhould chance to be hi24 minded or vnthankful to God); 
tor they area portion of the flock, ouer which the holy 
Ghoſt hath made vs overſeers, and vnto whom the w1l 
of God muſt be revealed as well as the poore. And 
though they be greater then the Preacher,inthis world, 
yet they arenot greater then he that ſends the Preacher 
tothem, Jer.

Pride the rich mans coſin (fo Bernard ſtiles it) fills them 
with ſtournes and preſumption. Jer.2 2.21 1ſpake 10 thee 
in thy proſperity,but hou wonldſ not heareme, this hath 
bene thy manner, Whereby it comes to pas, that many 
times the Preacher by doing but his duty, by charging 
them that are Rc, fals into much trouble : not that the 
Poorer fort are mucn better:for we findeas much Pride 
and Preſumption among them as with theRich but 
they want tecth and horns ; The Sonnes of Zeruiah are 
100 (trons for vs. All the Prophets, Apoſtles,and Paſtors 
of the Church in all ages have found this by experiece. 
Andifthe vpholding of Chriſts kingdome againſt the 
worldand {in,and the ſajuation of our foules lay not vp- 
pon it, it were better for vs neuerto haveto do with a 
oreat man, The Shepheard hauing loſta lambe out of 
his flock,made a vow to God,that fhe might findethe 
theefe,hewould ſacrifice a Ram. But wh& in the purſuit 
hs founda Lion preyingvpon it,he made another vow, 
thatif God would deliver him from the Lions furic, = 

Wwou 
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would not onely beare the loſle of his lambe patiently, 


- burſacrificealſoa bullto him for his deliuerance. Many 


a Preacher purſuing fin hath this ſhepheards fortune. 
This broke Sint Chryſoſtoms back: he purſued finne, 
and found it wasthe Lions diet, great ones fed on it,8: 
his ſeeing and ſpeaking of it was enough to chaſe him 
out of his Biſhopricke, I go ſometime to the water, 
- with my Angle a filhing,and the ſmaller fiſh I can deale 
well enough with , they beguile me of my baite fome- 
time and runne their wayes;that is the worſt-but many 
times when I ftrikea grearone, either he keeps ſuch a 
ſtir & makes ſuch aplunging in the water,that he driues 
allthe reſt ofthe fiſh away,and marres my place; or el{c 
churliſhly and violently he croflesthe ſtreame 8 carries 
all away with him. This is a type of our Preaching: not 
the worthieſt Biſhop in our church,but now & then he 
may haue this hap in fiſhing for men. Iſpeake not of 
thoſe that are godly as well as great; I acknowledge, 
and here proclaime it, that our Church hath both No- 
ble, and Gentle, and Rich, and Powerfull, many, that

Fir(t,by a denice of zreat caldrons full of ſeething water, he 
made an carth-quake, and multiplying the motion of t he 
vapours which he turned into pipes, unill they grew vio- 
lent, he gane them vent vnder the Lawyers floore,ſo that he 
ſhoake all his houſe, and made the plaſſe tarre in the win- 
dowes; then with fire glaſſes & barrels he ſo thundered and 
lizhtened, at ſeaſons under him,caſting the Sunne beames 
Uton his windowes, and the ſound of his tubbes round about 
bis houſe that the Lawyer had no other ſhift but to leaue hu. 
houſe : he could deale well enough, he ſaid, with hu adner- 
ſary at the Barre, but being but a man #3," Tien mebsre See 
To eSegoTurWnyy Troyes Toon ava my 61991 veatou Sraydyarla: 
Azainſt Tones thunder and Neptunes earth-quakes he could 
make no reſiſtance. Thus it fares with godly Preachers, 
when they publiſh their charge to wicked men armed 
with powerand maliciouſneſſe.The thunder and ligh- 
tening, and earth-quakes ſo ſhake them, that they feele 
t all the dayes of theirlife. | 
7 Andthis, no doubr, isone reaſon why rich and 
Sreat men, inall ages, have had ſinooth and flattering 
Teachers about them , becauſe they will endure none 


that ſhall charze or reproue them, For when they will 
EE H not 
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not give way to Gods authoritie, but ſo vnthankfully 
draw pride from that which (hould draw them to hum- 
ble themſclues to God the more; it is iuſt with God to 
leaue them in the hands of vnprofitable teachers. An 
vnworthic thing no doubr, and ill befitting the maicſty 
of the Pulpit, fora Preacher to flatter any man, to trifle 
in his Sermons,or priuate exhortations,t@ ſow his ſeed 
in the care,to hunt after his owne creditc : not to deale, 
as farre as his facultie reaches, throughly : and yer the 
holy Ghoſt complainesof ſuch all ouer the Scripture. 
'That a man may ſay of their preachingas a good wri- 
ter doth of Iriſh Harpes, Oculcs paſcunt , aures onerant:1t 
is berter to ſee them then heare them. There is much 
delight to ſee their nimble fingring, how they runne 
in and out, and touch double and treble, but the me- 
lody is not much worth . And yet, they lay , Saint Key- 
wins Harpc # kept for a great relicke, as flattering and ver- 
ball Preachers are now and then great relickes with 
worldly men. Q# otioſorum auribus placent, egrotorum | 
animiu non proſunt , ſaith Saluianus: That which mof 
tickles delicate eares,leaft helpes diſeaſed ſoules.Letno man 
therefore, how great ſocuer, carrie that minde, to haue 
the Preacher conceale any part of this charge: If you 
cannot amend your finne ſo ſoone as you ſhould, 0 
yet ſuffer vs to rebuke it, to touch ir, to ſmite it : our 
doctiineand plaine dealing, in time, may be a meanes 
to helpe and heale you. You giue the Phiſitian leauc 
ro tell you any diſcaſe that is in you bodie : your Law- 
ier leaueto ſhew you any flaw that is in your ſtate;your 
horſekeeper telles ye the ſurfers of your horſe : your 
huntſman the ſurrances of your dogs - and muſt we 
onely diſlemble, and conceale from you the ſinnes of 
your 
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your ſoule We wilinotdoit: wewill loueyou, and 
pray for you, and honour your greatneſie; but your 
{innes we will reproue, and what God hath biddenyvs, 
we will charge you with, And this little booke that we 
hold in our hand, ſhall give vs more true comfort then 
the following and fawning vpon all the greatnefle of 
the world. Hithertoof the charge in generall. 

8 Now Icome tothe particulars, and firſt he ad- 
moniſhes them touching their minde. The foundation 
of all wel-doing muſt be laid in the hieart; for, Prov. 4. 
2 3. thereout the whole life proceedeth, And Mat. 12. 33. 
firſt, Make thetree good, This is the reaſon why thelight 
of the Moone 1s variable and vnconſtant, ſometime 
more, and ſometime leſle, and ſometimenone at all, 
becauſe it is but borrowed ; and this will make great 
men vnconſtantin their wel-doing, if the heart be not 
ſtabliſhed with grace,in it ſelfe; therefore Gods charge 
vnto them is, to begin with the heart. This charge 1s 
ſet downe, fixſt negatiuely : Not to be high minded: not 
ro truſt in riches, The reaſon: For they are vncertaine. 
 Theaffrmatiuely: But in the lining God. The reaſons are 

two. Firſt, heis the /iuing God. Next, He gines vs richly 

all things toenioy, Where foure degrees of Gods boun- 

ty and mercie are mentioned. Firſt,he giues generally: 

All things. Next abundantly - All things richly, Then 

freely: He gines all things. Laſtly effectually:Toentoy.It 

is vnpoſſible the things of this world ſhould cometo 

our hands with better conditions. 

9 Firſt, charge them T hat they benot high minded. 
Itis the nature of preatneſle, when it comes, to blow 
vpthe heart, as abladder is blowne witha quill. And 
eur Apoſtle ſaid in the ninth verſe:Therich fal into luſt 
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and temptations. Societ 45 quedameſt etiam nomine, vitys 
& diuitys, faith Sidonius: Wealth and wickedneſſe begin 
both with a letter and are ſeldome aſunder. And as he that 
drinks wine ſhall feele it fume into his head, though he 
be neuer {ſo ſober; ſo riches and all worldly greatnes arc 
acup of fuming wine,which the beſt man that lives ſhal 
feele fuming in his heart, and ſome .are made ſtarke 
drunken withall. Eſ. 29.9.T hey are arunke,but not with 
wine, And as wormes breed in the heart of trees, and 
they tell of toades.and ſerpents that haue bene found 
in the midft ofa great ſtone;ſo pride the worme of wealth, 


| (fo Saint Auſtine calles it) commonly breedeth in the 


ſpirir ofrich men. And this is the reafon why the Apo- 


Htle in the farſt place gives warning of it. This high 


mindednefſle, it I may ſtand alittleto expound it, thus 
workes in thoſe that haue it. Firſt, he values and e- 
ſteemes himſclfe aboue that he is. His vnderſtanding 
being corrupted and blinded, he apprchends ercat mat- | 
ters in himſelfe, that he is rich, that he is great, that he is 
wile, that heis able : whereupon he affects himſelfe in 
his will, and delights in his owne imagination, J1er.22. 
23.1 awclin Libanon,c+ make my neſt in the high Cedars. 
This thought makes the action of pride cortplete; and 
it is not neceſſariethata man in good earneſt and for- 
mally thinke thus, but it is the completeaction of a high 
mind to haue the paſſions of it. The errours of this paſ- 
fion are two. Firſt, that he forgets God to be the Au- 


thor of thathe hath.Next,thathe ſces not the imperfe- 
tions, and milerie, and wants attending that he hath. 


But 1s like a countrey man, that comes into a ſhop, and 
hauing no skill, buyes ata deare rate, and holds in great 


account, mingled and counterfet wares , becauſe he 
i. hath 
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hath no skill : ſo his owne heart beevileth him. This is 
the firſt working of high mind, Then ſecondly, vpon 
this apprehenſ1on he preferres himſelfe afore others, as 
good, or better then himſelfe : yea he deſpiſeth others. 
Luk. 18, 11. God,1 thanke thee, am not a4 other men; or 
45 this Publican.1, Sam. 25.10. Whois Dantd, and what is 
the ſonne of Iſhai: Thirdly, he thinkes himſelfe worthie 
of any thing he deſires, and thereupon inordinately in- 
trudes himſelfe into all greatneſfe and promotion, as if 
of right it were due to him. Like the Spraey that being _ 
but a poyſon-fullvcrmine, yet climes to the rooffe of the "0 
Kings pallace,Pro.30.28: And the thiſtle that Tchoalh the 
King of Iſracl telles of.2. Reg .14.. 9. that ſent 10 the Cedar 
of Libanon to gine him hs daughter tobe his ſonnes wife, 
Fourthly, he makes his owne corrupt will and 1udge- 
ment the rule of his actions, thinking ſo well of his 
ownedoings,that he growes inſolent andincortigible, 
and will abide no teaching ; like Caine, Gen.4.9..49: / 
my _— keeper > He thought God did him wrong to 
queſtion with him about his brother ; his brother was 
____ oldenovughtolooke to himſelfe . Fiftly, he ſhewes his 
 fpirit in outward behauiovr, in words, in geſture, in 
_ apparel, in building,in furniture, in exceſſe of meate 
and drinke. Eſa.3.1*.The daughters of Sion are hanty 5 
walke with their neckes Aretched out, anda wanaring eyes, 
minſing as they go: Their head tires, and rings, and muf- 
fiers, Finally, in his heart, he refuſcth all obedience to 
God, thinking ita baſething tobe ſubject to iis word, 
or ordinances. 1b 21.15. Who the 4lmightiethat we 
| fhonld ſeruthim ! and what ſhould we get by pr--754g to 
him? Theleare the characters ofa high minde, whoſe 


ſecret thoughts are noted by the holy Ghoſt; that we

may ſcethepeſtilencie of thar which the Apoſtle, here, 
- Siues Warning of. Apoc.15.7.1 ſits Queene, Dang. 27 
Is not thes grea! Babel, thai I haue built by the might of my 
power ? 054d. ver.g. Theexalteſt thy ſelfe as an Eagle, 
and makeſtthy neſt among the ſlarres,Butit is a better way 
to heare what God laics,/er.9.2 3. Let not the wiſe man 
elorie in hu wiſedome, nor the ſtrong man gloris in his 
ftreneth, nor the rich man glorie in his riches : but let him 
that glorieth, elory in thu, that he underitand and know 
me. ſaith the Lord. 

10 I have now ſhewed what it is thatrich men 
muſt auoide, but I muſt adde, that poore men, and 
meane perſons, muſt auoide it too, For it isa venime 
that poyſons the baſeſt alſo. Hagar Abrahams bond- 
woman, was no ſuch goodly ſtuffe, and yet Ger. 16.4. 
Sarah her miſiris was deſpiſed in ber eyes. And 1.54am.10. 
wercade how the refuſe of the people deſpiſed the Ma- 
eiſtrate. Thus it fares at this day among vs; feruants 
deſpiſe their maſters, the people reuerence not the Ma- 
viſtrate.the graue Magiſtrates of this very Citie recciue 
not the pledges of reſpe&t. Tob ſaicth,when he was a 
Magiſtrate,and walked throngh the ſtreete the young men 
ſaw him and hid themſelnes, the aged roſe and ſtood wp:the 
_ eare that heard him bleſſed him, and the eye that ſaw hims 
game witneſſe to him, 10b, 29.7, Now yong men, Pren- 
tices, ſeruants, the common (ſort, are ſo farre from hi- 
ding themſelues, or riſing vp, that I haue often ſeenc. 
the Magiſtrate faced, and almoſt brow-beaten, as hc 
hath gone by : but that due obſeruance and honour, 
chat, uy baring the head, bowing the knee , ſhewing 
awfull reſpe&, they ſhould yeeld to ſo »publike Magi- 
ſtrates in ſo honourablea Citic,l haue ſeldome _ 
LL: The 
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The reaſon is, that Preſumption and arrogancy fol- 
lowes youth and baſeneſle, as well as wealth. Apaltrie 
cottage will ſend out as much ſmoke as a great houſe, 
A rotten log that is all ſap, will yeeld as much ſaw duſt, 
as ſound timber. The beſt motiue I can propound to 
all yong peopleand ſ(eruants, is this; ſo to carrte them- 
{clues toward their maſters, as they would their owne 
| ſeruants another day ſhould carrie themſelues toward 
them : and fo to honour their Magiſtrate, as them - 
ſclucs would looke to be honoured, when by their wel- 
doing, God ſhould heareafter aduance them tothe like 

JaCe. 
l 11 Intheſecondplace againe Negatiuely : Charge 
them not 16 tru#t in riches. The companion of pride is 
confidence inthat whicha man hath:the Prophet Hab. 
7. I6, ſayes, They ſacrifice 10 their wet, and burne incen(e 
to thezr yarne : the meaning is,that the fame confidence 
which by ſacrifice and incenſe we proteſt to God, they 
put in their wealth, AndIob 31.24. its noted to be a 
paſſion inthe couetous rich man, to make goldhis hope, 
and to ſay io the wedge of gold; Thou art my confidence: 
where the Septuagint tranſlate,1f 1 haue wedded my ſelfe 
20 701d, becauſe rhey dote vpon it as a man doth on the 
beautie of his wife: and therfore he addes, /f 1 beheld the 
| Sunne when it ſhined , or the Moone walking tn her beau» 
ty, If my heart did flatier me in ſecret,or if my mouth haue 
ti/Jed my hand, For theſe are the paſſions of the weal- 
thy, to delight in the beautie of riches,and ſecreetly, in 
their heart to kifſe them, and flatter themſelves in their 
abundances if gold were their Sunze by day,and filuer 
their Mooxe by night.So Pro.10.15. The rich mans 2004s 


are by ftrong city. And Ecclefi.40.25.Gold & ſiluer he" 
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rhe feete : that is toſay, The Couctous man thinkeshe 
ſtands firmeon no ground but paued with gold. As 
Luke. 12,19. 1will ſay to my ſoule ; Soule thou haſt much 
wealth laied vp for many yeares : lime at eaſe, and take thy 
_ pleaſure. This is the confidence that rich men putin 
their riches. Fo 

12 But the Apoſtlegiues arcaſon againſt this: They are 
wuncertaine, Which is a good reaſon; for Hopeand Tre/t 
ſhould be planted ypon that which is firme and cer- | 
taine , leſt it decciue vs, The Greeke word here vied, 
-I\m4nm, meanes that it isnot apparently manifeſt,chat 
out riches are that we take them for;we preſumeof their = 
goodnes, but we may be decciued: as Mat.rz.22.they 
arc called Deceineable riches. This vncertaintie of riches 
and al worldly greatneſle is threefold. Firſt,they are not 
{ureto abide with him that hath them in moſt abun- 
dance. Pro.23.5. Wilt thou caſt thine eye vpon that which 
# nothing ? for riches betakes her to her wings, and 4s an 
Eagle flies away into the heauens, Andasa bird ſhut vp 


1na cage, will away ſuddenly whenſocuer ſhe ſpics 2 


hole open; ſo worldly wealth ſlides away througha 

hundred holes. ler.5.27..454 cage full of birds, ſoare their 
_ houſes full of riches : and 17,11. As the Partrich gathers 
her yong,ſo ts he that gets riches uniufly, They write of 
the Partrich,that ſhe will Reale the egges of other birds, 
andcall their yong ones that ſhe neuer hatchr;,but when 
they are flig and can flie,they all leaue her againe mour- 
ning andcalling when they are gone, and ſhe that had 
many running after her for a time, by & by hath none 
at all, So, ſaith the holy Ghoſt,it ſhall be with him that 
truſts in his riches. 10b. 5.3. 1 ſaw him well reoted like 
4 iree, and ſuddenly 1 curſed bis habitation : that is to ſay : 
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[ abhorred the vncertaintie of his ſtate,and in my mind 
preſaged the ruine of it. The experience of all times 
and perſons confirmes this. And the very Gentiles con- 
felled it more then many Chriſtians do. Zowaras, paz. 
32.T 07.2. Writes, that the manner was among the 
Romanes , When any triumphed, that an Officer ſlood 
behinde him, and bad him, onigw Ga1nes T0 naroniy x4 T4 
ecins, Looke what was behinde him : and there be ſawa 
whip and a bell, to admoniſh him, that, for all his preſent 
oreatnes, yetin time he might fall into the laſhes of mi- 
ſcry, thatasa bell it ſhould ſound, and all his friends 
ſhould heare it. Thus fell Iobb and Nebuchadnezzar: 
thus Belifarius , that hauing ſometime bene the moſt 
honourable, wealthy,and powerfull in the Empire, in 
his old age begged from doore to doore, and being 
blind, was led by a boy begging 1n the ſtreets, Beliſario 
_ obolum date. Paulus Amilius telles of a great man, that 
boaſting of his proſperity, as if nothing could ſhake it, 
was admoniſhed by his friend, So/am iram Numinu pro. 
cul abeſſe, a tam ſecundiz rebus non poſſe: Gods anger could 
not long forbeare fo great proſperity : and ſhortly after fell 
into that wofull miſcry,that greater hath not bin heard 
of. The moſt renowmed Emperonr Fredericke loſt all, 
and ſued to be made but the Sexton of a Church. 
How many great Merchants haue ſuddenly loſt all? 
now many Noblemen haue ſpent all? how many 
wealthy perſons have come to extreme pouerty £ All 
ſtories diuine and humane ſhew this to be true.. Few 
Sondayes come ouer our head, but decayed houſhol- 
gers, or ſhipwrackt merchants, are gathered for. The 
wealth therefore of this world is compard to a tree that 


caſts his leaues, and is ſoone blowne downe.P/a.37+35s 
I or 
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or to grafle that ſoone withcreth. P/al. 90.5.He growes 
like the graſſe © yea to graſſeon the houſe top , withering, 
that the mower cannot take hu handfull, Pſal.t29.6, yea 
to noting. Prom. 23.5. Wilt thou ca#t thine eye vpon that 
which t nothing? In the fourth of Ionas,you may reade 
of an Tuy ,howin a night it ſprang, and was an atbour 
tor lonas to fit vnder,and ſuddenly went away againe. 
It werea good Embleme for great mens houſes. la that 
Tuy behold all your ſtate and riches. Let the greatnelle 
and pleaſure of your mind be the greenneſle of it : Let 
the increaſe of your wealth be comparcd to the grow- 
ing of1it : Let your children,and tenants,and followers 
be the Jeaues of it : Let your pcace and contentment 
that you take therein,be as the ſhadow:Burthen againe 
remember the withering of this Iny, The worme that 
bit it 1s death. The fading of the Iuy is the decay of your 
ſtate, when you ſhall be ſpoiled of all you take pleaſure 
in. The wind that ſmote Ionas head,is the misfortune 
that may blow vpon you : and his griefeis the ſudden 
aſtoniſhment of mind, that ſhall take you when all this 
comes. This is the firſt vncertaintie that is in riches. 

13 Butſome there be that feare not this: let them 
therefore feare another point worſe then this. In the 
time of need they helpe not; againſt the foreſt brunts 
they are weaker then pouerty. I care not for helping. 
with a little bread, or with this brauc apparell : that is 
 nohelpe; give me that which will helpe in the diſtreſſe 
of my foule, in the anguiſh ofmy conſcience, in the 
houre of death; againſtthe terrours of finne, and wrath 
of God, No worldly greatneſſe can do this, bur the 
faith of a good conſcience alone. Pſal.89.48.What man 
tues,and ſhall yot ſee death? ſhall he deliner his ſoule mw 

| Fo, me 
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the hand of the graue? And 1ob 18 13. The firit borne of 
death ſhall deuoure hu flrength, and canſe him to gorothe 
Kinz of feare. Yea their riches ſhall be fo farre from hel- 
ping,that, if they beill gotten, they ſhall increaſe the 
matter of their torment, 19b 20. 14. Hi meate in his 
mouth ſhall be tarned into #he gall of Aſpes; when he 
comes to iudgement he ſhall find, that which he would 
not beleeue, how bitter il] gotten goods are inthe dige- 
ſtion. Many in this Citie grow exceeding wealthy by 
vnlawfull mcanes; viury, brokage, briberie: butler all 
ſuch remember a laying of Saint Auſtines: Aſultiin hac 
Vita mandacant que poſtea apud inferos digerunt: Dinerſe 


denoure in thu life what afterward they diſzeſt zz hell. This 
is their ſecond vncertaintie. . 

14 Thirdly, their vncertaintie lies in this,thatthey 
ſeeme to be that they arc nor, and no man knowes their 
d:ceiucableneſſe. They are much ſought, and with 
great affection poſſeſſed , and yet the moſt dangerous 
_ things inthe world,in ſo much that onr Sauiour faies in 
the Goſpell : 1t # as eaſie for a Camelto 20 through the eye 
6f a needle, as for a rich ma tobe ſaned. Which he ſpake in 
regard their riches ate ſo deceincable, Iob fates of the 
wealthy man. 0b 18.8. He walkes vpon ſnares, and the 
grin ſhall take him by the heel:.\Vherethe Doctors note 
taatriches intangle men in many finnes, as it wereina 
nct. And rich men ſcarce walke into any aftion,but,a- 
forethey go through with it, their conſcience is in{na- 
red: and then, like abird, the diuel] hath them by the 
heele, from whom we ſce how hard athing itis toreco- 
uerthem. And therefore Saint Auſtine ſates of riches: 
Dune non fallacia quia dubia, verum inſidioſa quia aulrcia: 
T heir ticklenefſe makes them deceitfall, and their lickeriſh- 
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_ ſelues, vpon the Stage, vnto them, and with their loue- 
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neſſe vntruſtic. This kind of vncertaintie is properly 
in being occaſtons of ſinne, as our Apoſtle teaches ina 
the ninthverſe. They puffe vp the heart, they inticeto 
ſecuritie, they are bauds to wantonnes; and when they 
leaue a man,they fill bis heart with diſcontent and mur- 
muring. Paantur, cum habeutur, heret amor, taniun 
cam ſubtrabuntur vrit dolor: We loue them not ſo well 
when we haue them,but we ſorrow as much after them when 
they are gone. Hethat hath moſt is neuer ſatisfied , if 
once he talltolouethem. A ſponge is holden tobe a 


| living creature, but ithath no parts. Tr isall belly to 


ſuckein and digeſt, nothing elſe : ſo is it witha coue- 
tous man, he is all belly , whatſacuer he doth tends to 
getting.But ofall other temptations that follow riches, 
none like the ſtrange alteration they make in the minde 


of man vpontheircoming; that he which before was 


louing, and humble, and patient, and contented , and 
religious, and zealous, and chaſte, and ſober, and mor- 
tified, now growes ſoaltered into the contrary,that he 
is not himſelte, They write of one of Euripides Trage- 
dies, fo acted by the Players, that it made ſuchan im- 
preſſion in the befho[ders, that they all went home in a 
paſſion of phrenſte, pronouncing Iambicks, and grew 
into ſuch a veine of tragedy-playing, pacing and acting 
itinthe ſtreetesasthey went, withthe loucly words of 
Perſeus to his Andromeda, that it was long erc their 
diſtemper could be {waged againe.This Tragedy made 
the ſpetatours no madder, then, in our time we haue 


feene, worldly greatneſſe to do many men; who haue 


gone to the Theater ſober enough : but when wealth 
and riches,and worldly greatneſſe haue preſented the- 


ly 
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ly aſpect a little inchanted them; there hath bene no- 
thing with them but vanity and preſumption. We 
haue heard much of the efficacic of muſicke, what paſ. 
ſions and alterations it will worke 1n the mind of man, 
and how it will put him into fits, beſtde himſelfe : bur 
I will tell youa ſtorie in Saxo Grammaticus. There was 
inthe King of Denmarks Court one that played on a 
Harpe ſo exquiſitly, that it was ſaid he could put men 
into what paſſion he hſted, though it were into furic 
and madaeſſe, One defirous to make the triall, would 
heare him, but ſo that diuerle gentlemen, ſtanding a- 
lvofe off out of the hearing,ſhould beready tocomein, 
and ſtay the muſick if, they ſaw him in any diſtemper. 
Things thus ordered, the Mulitian began to play : and 
firſt he ſtrooke fo deepe and {wcete a note, that he 
put the man into dumps,that he ſtood like one forlorne 
with care, his hat in his eyes, his armes wreathed, (igh- 
ing and lamenting. Then the Muſfitian began a new 
note,and plaicd nothing but mirth and deuices,thatthe 
man began to leaue his dumps, and fall a dancing. But 
in the third place he ſo varied his notes, and by de- 
erces wrought ypon the man, according as he ſaw him 
incline, that from dancing he broughthim to ſhowting 
vntillhe grew franticke, and ſlue foure that came in to 
ſtay him. Ifriches benot vſed the wiſelter, they do the 
ſame that this Harperdid.Firſt, in thebeginning,when 
a man is gathering them together, they fillhim with 
care and reſtleſneſle, that nothing is more miſerable 
thena man carking after the world. Then,in the ſecond 
| place, when he hath raſted their ſweetneſle, andis got- 
ten through his trauel, when he comes to be a maiſter, 


he falles a dancing,and ſhewes the vanitieand ſurque- 
Ex dry 
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dry of hisminde : he ſpeakes proudly, his behaviour 
vaine, his apparell exceſſtue. And in this fitte his wife 
alſo dances with him. But when this ficis ouer he third 
paſſion is Phrenly, killing and ſlaying : he becomes a 
griping viurer, and cuts the throate of many a man; & 
is ſo ſtrong and violent in whatſocuer he takes in hand 
that no man with ſafety may come within him. 17a 4n7- 
morum habvitus inflectis modorum wvarittas : Thus riches 
make euerie man dance after their pipe.Sic viths Ut dinitys 
incubantes, layes Sidonins: T hey foiler their ſinnes as wel 
as their riches thas love their riches. This is the vncertain- 
ty ofriches,and the reaſon yeelded by the Apoſtle why = 
no man ſhouldrruſt inthem. 

15 Thenext part ofthe charge is Affirmariuely: 
But totruft in the lining God, who gies richly all things to 
entoy. In which words there aretwo reaſonsafſigned 
why they ſhould truſt in God. Firſt,he is the lining God: 
who lives himſclfe by his owne perfeRion , and giues 
life to all other things. The life of God is hiseternallna- 
ture, when, by the immanent operation of his vnder- 
tanding and wil,as by hs owne forme, he moneshim- 
telte, & giues motion & vertue to all infertours cauſes; 
being himſclte the center,and fiſt beginning of all mo- 
tion,not determined by any thing out of himſclfe. This 
life of God is Anima ins: the ſoule of the world. Acz. 
17.25.14 him weline, and moue and haue our being. And- 
our Apoſtle mentions itto ore rich mento vnderſtand 
thatif they haue never ſo much, yet there is no life or 
vertgeinir, butas it ſhall pleaſe God to infuſe : andif a 
man haue nothing, yer truſting in God he can give him. 
life and liuelyhood, when all outward means lie dead. 
This is t our Sauiour meanes, Lace 12.15, Thong) a _ 

ane 
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hane abwndance,yet hi life ſkands not in his wealth, How 
then? The Prophet Dauid ſayes, Pſal. 145. 15. Theeyes 
of all waite pon. thee : and thou zineſt them their meate in 
due ſeaſon : thou filleſt all things lining (not with bread, 
but)w:th thy 200d pleaſure, Note heretouching the life 
of God,fir{t, that all ſecond caules,as riches,meate,appa- 
rcl,comfort,are vncertaine & vaine,tf God forſakethern, 
Next,whena man hath all things at handthat he can de- 
ſire, yet God by infuling of hislife into them, giues vs 
the fruition. Mar. 4.4.Man lines not by bread onely,but by 
enery word that comes ont of the mouth of God. And there- 
fore Dauid ſayes, ?ſal,20.7.Some put their truſt in chari- 
ots,e3 hov{es,but we wil remember the name of 1ehouah our 
God. As it heſhould ſay, All the power in the worlds 
nothing.,if God withhold his lite from it, And thus we 
{ce, many times, death,and miſery,and want,and weak- 
neſle, to be in the midſt of abundance; when life, and 
comfort,and peace,and ſtrength.,are found in pouerty. 
Thus the poore mans child growes vp,and many a one 

fſtraitned and ſcanted with want , yertlives in much 
peace; when iſſue failes, & poſterity miſproves among 
therich, and their houſes, euer anon, are ouerthrowne. 
This is the the firſt reaſon why To truſt in God. 

16 Thenextis, He £iues vs,richly,all things to entoy. 
Whereas Inoted in the beginning,foure conditions of 
the gift of God are affirmed. Firſt, thathe giues vs all 
things, generally cither that we haue, or that we ſhall 
need,or can defire. In this great variety and plenty that 
weſee,all things come from him:8& in this great necef- 
ſity wherein we neede ſo many things , he denies no- 
thing. He giues the king his Royalty,the Noblewan his 


Honour, the Captaine his ſtrength, the rich man his 
wealth. 
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yealth. Hegtues vs health, and pleaſure, and deliue- 
rancein the time of danger; and as Nathan ſaid ro Da- 
uid,2.S4m.12.8.1f all this were tos littleg he would yet giue 
vs more. He giues all things. Next, he giues abundant- 
ly : richly, as becomes the greatneſle of a King. Earth. 
ly Princes, and the greateſt that liue , are faine to mea- 
juretheir gifts, becauſe their ſtore is not infinite; bur, 
Eph.2.4.Gods rich in mercy, We reade ofa Duke of 
Millan, that marrying his daughter to a fon of England, 
he madea dinner of thirtic courſes,and,at euery courſe, 
oaue fo many gifts, tocuery gueſt at thetable, as there 
were diſhes in the courſe. This was rich & royall enter- 
tainement; but God giucs more zc/bly. Thirdly,he 
giues freely : he exchanges not with vs for any thing 
that hereceiues at our hand againe, but he 2tzes, thatis 
to ſay, without any deſert in vs, he conferres freely: for 
He will haue mercie upon whom he will hane mercie, and 
will ſhew compaſſion vpon whom be will ſhew compaſſion. 
Ex0.33-19. Therefore wicked and vnworthy men are 
rich, and great, and honourable; and the heathen that 
haue not knowne his Name, enioy great abundance. 
No man doth fo; but he that giues moſt can yer ſcarce 
 beſaid rodoit freely, becauſe though he receiue no- 
thing againe in the ſame kindeyet he hath thankes,and 
enioyes loue and pleaſure from him hegratifies; which 
God,in many doth not; and it any be thankfull and 
love him, that allo is his gift whereby he prevented 
and ſtirred him vp. Amor Det facit nos amabiles : Gods 
lowe infuſed into vs makes vs ſuch as he can lone,Fourthly, 
he gives effcctually, 70 enzoy, that no malice or envie,ot 
the diuell or man, can take away the bencfite of his gift 
from vs, Hegiues it, and fogiues it, that he ypholds it 
ro 
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tovs a0ainſt loſle and decay; and then giues vs comfort 
in it, and ſtrength to ir, toſerue our turne, He giveth 
ſtrength to our bread, warmnes to our clothes, cheare- 
_ fulneſſe to our health, and ſecuriticto our plentie. But 
rhereare yettwo things more intended 1n the words, 
Furſt, hegiucs vs all things to wſe and occupre, and do 
good with, to our ſelues and others : not to hourd and 
locke vp, & liuc beſide itin baſcnefle and penurie; as if 
our houſe (hould be like the den of a Wolfe, nothing 
but to cram and hide therein whatſoceuer welay hold 
on : for Solomon ſaith, Eccleſ.g.7. Go eate thy bread and 
drinke thy wine with icy : that is, as the Chaldce Para- 
phraſt expounds, Taſte thy bread, thy ſelfe, chearefully, 
and __ the poore. lob ſairh,z1.18.He cate not bi meate 
alone, but the poore grew vp with him, and the fleece of bus 
Yepe warmed him, This man was morethen the Iailor 
of his wealth to carrie the keyes. Next, the meaning is, 
to enioy that we haue well, and vſe it lawfully, not to 
beſtow itas weliſt our ſelus, according tothe corrupt 
luſts of our hearts,vpon the vanities and exceſſes of the 
world, butas becometh the ſtewards of Gods gifts, 
For the rich man, inthe Goſpell, Zuk. 16.19, wasno 
miſer of his goods, but ſpent freely; yet for ſo much as 
he did it vpon exceſſe in apparell, and meate, and plea- 
lures,he went to hell for it. 
17 Icannot leauethis point thus, but muſt need 
ſpendalittle moretime abourit; and therefore I hum- 
bly beſeech this honorable Audience to giue meleauc 
to deale freely and really. When God beſtowed this a- 
bundance of wealth vpon the land, he neuer intended 
that it ſhould be ſo abuſed,in prodigalitie and exceſle: 


Drinking, and dicing, and gaming, andapparell, con-

 ſumethemoſt partof manya mans eſtate; to ſay no- 
thing of whordome, 4rd ſuites at law,and other actions 
of prodigalitie. Many hundreds ſell their land, which 
Godgauethem to enioy, and deſtroy their eſtates to 
maintaine theſethings: this is it that makes ovr gallants 
tradgelo faſt betweene the Broker and the Vſurer.The 
exceſle of apparell is ſuch, beth in men and women, 
from the Ladie to the milkniaide, that it ſhould ſecme 
they imagine, God gaue them their riches for nothir'g 
 butto decke themſclues. The walles of old Babylon 
might haue bene kept in repaire with as little coſt as 
our women are; anda Ladics head is ſometime as rich 
as her husbands rent day. There is as much, poſſible, ro 
be ſaid of men. I have little hope to centroll it. When 
Luther began to preach againſt the Popes pardons, a 
friend of his came to him, and gaue him this counſell: 
= As good bold your tongue;the cuſiome # ſo ſirong you wil do 
20 good. 00 into your (ludie and pray, Domine miſerere no- 
ſirt, and get you no anger, The ſame you may ſay to me, 
for any hope of reformation that I ſee. And if ſome lit- 
tle reſtraint were intended, I makea queſtion whether 
our Ladyes, and citizens wines, and ſome Preachers 
wines among them too, would forbeare to do asthe 
Dames of Rome did, when a motion was made to a- 
bridge them alirtle of their tewels and coaches : they 
flocked together, and ſuffered no man to go intothe 
Senate hovſe, til they had let him ſee their reſolution. 
Cato might ſay his minde,but the women would haue 
their will, But the will and reſolution of the beſt ſub- 
1 in thisland,be they women or men,ſhall not beare 
them out againſtthe Almightie : who in his word hath 
controlled this exceſle,& - the Paſtors of his Church 
in 
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io all ages condemned it euen to hell, their painting, 
their nakedneſle, their inconſtancy in all tathions, ther 
Sz; xj adaÞos edguaratthe toſtruments of difſolutencle: 
their Gorgdywy GuUxE5 x; ovpiopant , Txlwomoreyea! Thu muiay 
xe22>w' i as Nazianzen ſpeaketh : The ſophiſtrie of therr 
lockes, turning their head into a ſlage for men to looke at. 
But this is nothing. Fearethey not him that hath made 
heaucn andearth,and hath throwne into ſudden miſe- 
ric, and knockt downe, before their eyes, as gallant as 
themſclues, inthe top of their pride « Feare they not 
ſickeneſle, diſgrace, aloathſome age 2 O why art thou 
proud © duſt and vanitic £ vile earth, ſtinch lapped vp 
inſ{1/ke,magntfied dongue, guilded rottenneſle,golden 
damnation? Do you not confider (I will yet once 
more vree the point, if paraduenture any plctie,any re- 
morſe,any grace, any memorie of Gods love be left a- 
mong vs) do you not conſider what hauocke ye make 
of Gods good gifts, that ſhould be ſpent to better pur- 


poſes; relieuing the poore, keeping houſe, paying of 


debts,bringing vp your children? Do you neuer call to 
minde the pretiouſneſſeof the time ſpent about theſe 


things, when ſcarce one houre in twentie foure and 
twenties is beſtowed in humble prayer and true repen- 


tance vpo your knees,in your cloſet, vnto God?ice you 
not what a banner you diſplay ofa vaine minde, that 
minds nothiag but theſe trifles? how you confound all 
order and ſtares, by going beyond your calling? what 
occaſions of {inne and vncleannefle you offer to your 
ſelues andothers * how you deface Gods workman- 
ſhip, your bodies, as if he made them vnperfect, and 


you would mend them? Non cogitat vanitatem Uniuer- 


ft, qui uniuerſas vanitates cogit in cutern ſuam: Such as 
K 2 hang 
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hang vpon their skinne the vanitie of all things, little re - 
member the vanutte of enery thinz, And {o I come tothe 

ſecond principall part of my tcxr. 
18 Wherein the Apoltle charges them touching 
the w/e of their riches, To do good, toberich in good 
workes, reaate to aifiribute, willing to communicate,” Fc 
admoniſheth them of three points. Firſt,the ſubſtapce: 
?odogood. Secondly , the quantitie, to be rich in doing 
good, Thirdly, the __ to be ready and willing t0 40 
14, Touching rhe firſt point, it is to be obſerued, that 
our Apoſtle Joth not particularly expreſſe and name 
any thing, asalmes, or lending, or concributing this or 
that way; which yet they are bound vnto in expreſſe 
termes elſewhere; butonely in generall he bids them 
not withhold their riches, but communicate & diſtribute 
them, to a//200dpurpoſes,and be goodand godly as well 
as rich, yea abound ingodlineſle as much as they do in 
wealth and proſperitie. The ſubſtance is, 4o good, d:- 
ftribute communicate ,euery way: the firſt word imports 
all good, whatſocuer belongs to a Chriſtian life, pietie, 
holineſle, iuſtice, integritie, religion, all godlincſſe. 
 Theothertwo, 4;/?r:bate, and communicate, that good 
which properly is expected from rich men, that none 
elſe can do. "The proper good of fire 1s tro warme, the 
good of water 1s to waſh 8& cleanſe, the good of meate 
_ to feede, the good of Pliyficke to cure; and the proper 
_ and ſpeciall good of rich men is to helpe and relieue by 
communicating and diſtributing, where there is want, 
eitheramong the poore, or in the Church, or in the 
Common-wealth. The which goodnefſeour Apoſtle 
moſt wiſely oppoſes againſt the manifold euil that they 
may do. For a great man with his riches may do much 
1. | hurt: 
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hurt: he may oppreſſe the State wherein he lives twen- 
ty waies; by ingroſling, by inhanſing, by monopolies, 
by vſury: he may oppreſſe his enemie : peruent iuſlice: 
eive bad cxample : hinder religion : ſupport kerefie- 
beare out himſclfe in any wickedneſſe(for, A 2ift in the 
boſeme profpers which way ſoener it goes.) This 1s it that 
hath filled this Citie, andall the world with oppreſſion, 
and bloudſhed,and whordome,and Atheilme,and Pa- 
piſtrie, and blaſphemie, thata great man may do what 
he liſt; becauſe his riches aftoord him the meanes, and 
area buſh at his backe. This is it that makes the name 
of riches ſo odious in the Scripture, and rich folke ſo 
ſuſpected in the world. And this is it that cauſes many 
a man to ſeeke after greatnes, and authoritie, and place, 
and promotion, that he might beable to execute the 
luſts of his heart; as many loue to be mending the fire, 
not becauſe they care for mending it, but becauſe they 
would warme their fingers. From allthis the Apoſtle 
 Teuokes vs to the doing of 200d. This is the ſubſtance. 
19 Thequantitic is,r/ch in good: the qualitie,rca- 
dicand willing, In which words he teacheth how to 
conditionate our diſtribution;there muſt be Plenty and 
chearefulneſſe. Firſt, they muſt berich and plenitull,as 
God hath bene to them. He giues richly allthings, and 
expects that we ſhould diſtribute rzc#ly againe, This 1s 
done,when fitſt we caſt our eyes vpon all ſorts of good 
that is to be done: the poore, in cxtretmitie mult be 
holpen : orphans and aged muſt be provided for : our 
poore friends that are behind hand: priſoners, and di- 
ſtreſſed houſholders: yong tradeſmen that want ſtocks: 
muſt be thought on. We muſt be ready to helpe for- 
wardany publike good, Churches, highwaies, bridges, 
K 3 decayed: 
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decaied : and to contributeto any want, When pub. 
Iike contribution for the State is called tor, God for- 
bid any man (hould draw backe. All this belongs to 
rich diſtribution. Then we muſt doit liberally, as our 
ſtate will permit(for the Apoltle bids not giucall away, 
bur communicate part) and as we\hall perceiue the ne- 
ceſſicieto be : tor God hath promiſed to Multiply that 
we ſow, and increaſe the fruits of our beneuolence.2, Cor.g. 
10. and therefore bids vs ſparſe abroad, with afull hand, 
like a (eed{man in a broad field, without feare;T he fru:ts 
of onr liberality ſhall be mcreaſed. For the Lions ſuffer 
huneer, but they that ſeeke the Lord ſhal want nothing. Pſa. 
34. Then thirdly, we mult not be wearie, Gal. 6.9.but 
continue ſolongas we haue any thing, and increaſe 
our bountie as God increaſeth our ſtate. We heare 
many rich complaine of hinderances they haue had,by 
ſea, by debtours, by bad ſcruants; but I thinke he that 
hath diſtributed moſt, & giuen ncuer ſo much away to 
good purpoſes, will not ſay he isat this day a pennie 
poorer; but I can tell him ithath made him apound 
richer. For as a State politicke, ſending leigersabroad to 
 lieinforren kingdomes, doth thereby ſecure it ſelfe ar 
home : ſo, that wediſperſe abroad, ſecures the reſt at 
nome: the praiers of them that are relieued,and promi- 
ſes of God madetoour liberalitie, and the fortifying of 
our conſcience by well doing, ſhall make our wealth 
breed and multiplic betterthen ether vſury or miſerie. 
And as he bids be r#ch,fo readie and willing allo. Rom.12. 
8. Let him that ſhewes mercie, do it with cheerefulneſſe: 
and 2.Cor. 9.9. Not grudeinely, or of neceſitie, for God 
{ones acheerefullginer, No man needes helpe alone, he 
needes alſo courage and cheerefulneſle, for want » 
palls 
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palls the mind. Thy gift may relieue his want,but thy 
louing countenance, and cheerefull words relicue his 
mind. This, ſaith Chryſoſtome, is, Duplex eleemeſyna, 
& quia damusgr quia hileriter dams : A double almes, 
when we giue both onr hand,and our countenance. 

20 It may benow expected thatT ſhould ſay ſoime- 
thing tothe Citie, and this faire Audience therein, to 
move them to the practiſe of this doctrine : which 
would willingly do, if I thought there were any 
neccſſitic; but I reade in rhe Goſpell,that when Mary 
had powred 4 c:ſtly ointment wpon our Sautonrs head,as he 
fate at ſupper, Mat. 26.13. he promiſed chat this ſhe had 
done, ſhould be ſpoken for a memoriall of her : and there- 
fore whar is done already, to my hand, and what our 
carping Popelings, that are alway barking about our. 
almes and deedes of charitte, may ſce with their cyes, 

I willnot blemiſh orouerſhadow, with new exhorta- 
tions. To call for more, as if nothing were done,is to 
| vellicatethatwhich is welldone. I bid not theSunne 
go downe and withdraw his light, I bid it ſtand ſtill in 
Gibeon, and ftay his light. The teſtimonies of your 
readineſſe to do 200d, hauerichly ſhewed thmelelues, If 
' there be any want, I doubt notbutyou are daily putin 
minde. The places prouided forthe poore,for aged,for 
diſcaſed,8 ſuch like purpoſes: the orphans brought vp: 
the prouiſion made for many poore fcholers inthe V- 
niuerſitie; the helpe lent ro yong beginners, and poore 
houſholds; the money giuen to marrie poore maides: 
the maintenance given for diverſe Preachers in this 
Citic : and other diſtributions, are your crowneand 
your garland. Go forward, 2nd ſtill be plentifull in 


thele good workes, What g00d like rothis good 7 to 
feede 
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feede the hungry, to cloathe the naked, to prouide for 
the miferable's Many a poore child is caſt naked, by 
death and pouertic of friends,vpon the world; it weeps 
in want, and yet knowes not it owne miſcric : manya 
young manand woman intheir want, arc ready ro fall 
into deſperate courſes: many an honcſt houſholder 
doth all he 1: able, and yet overcharged cannotreſcue 
himſclfe from ſecret want pinching debts, heaute 
{1ghs. O happic hand that helpes here, and happic a- 
bundance that ſupplics ail this want': a poore child by 
this meanes becomes an honeſt man, and ſomtimes a 
oreat ornament to his countrey : and the diſtreſſed arc | 
_ enabledeither to oucrcome, or comfortably to beare 
their affliction. Make the picture of this Merciein a 
table,and hang it in your houlcs: letit bea virgine faire 
andlouely : her garments gre:neand orient : a crowne 
of gold ypon her hcad, the teares of compaſſion bol- 
ting at her eyes, pitie and ruth (i ting in; her face.

21 Letmeyet put you in minde of ſome things " _B 
that poſſible might be mended. The common priſons : 
of this Citie, they (ay, arethe dens of much miſchicte ;

wickedneſle, and teach the reſt impudencie. So that 
whichis Gods ordinance for reformation, becomes a 
meancs to bring them to further naughtineſſe, It were 
a worke inferiour to no other, if they were continually 
and ordinarily viſited by godly Preachers appointed | 
therunto,that ſhould preach vnto them,catechiſechem, —_ nM 
and (ee their order, and make relation therof to the Ma- (4 
oiſtrate. Belides, ſuch priſons as haue Ieſuites and Ro- 
miſh Seminaries in them,are daily viſited by Recuſants, 
who bring their friends with them for conterence, And 
ſo by that meanes they are ſcduced, and others con- 
firmed in papiſtrie: Popith bookes are ſcattered abroad, 
and more hurt is done in the priſon (notwithſtanding 
the care of the Magiſtrate) then abroad. They which 
arein authoritic can tell how to order them better then 
I;butit were much good to Religion if that generation 
werea little more reſtrained. The Kine of Meth,ſome- 
time in Ireland,vpon an occaſion not much vnlikethis, 
asked one how certaine noiſome birds that came flying in- 
totherealme, and bred there, might be defiroyed , who an- 
[wered him, Nidos eorum vbique deſtruendos : The way 
to be ridof them, was to deſtroy their neſts. It you will 
ſhewany zeale in rooting out papiſtry,and defire to rid 
the Citie of ir,theneſts and cages where the Teſuits and. 
Maſle prieſts are ſhut vp, and breede , muſt be looked 
vnto : both private houſes , and the common priſons, 


where theſe vncleane birds are better entertained, then

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honeſter men, and truer (ubje&s. 
22 Andwhiereas ſubſidies, and loanes of money, 
and other taxations when neede is, are part of thoſe du- 
ties wherby the goods and wealth of the ſubicct is com- 
municated to the State ; let meſay ſomething of that 
roo, It1s a thing that wee ſhould readily yeeld to. 
A good King isno burden to his State, if it be con{1de- 
red that whatſocuer the ſtomacke recceines from tlic 
mouth,isfor the benefit of the whole body, The Magi- 
oiltrate #5 eyes 10 the blinde, feete to the lame, fathix tothe 


poore, watchman to the common wealth, Job. 29. 15. 
whiles pttuate men {it in ret , without care or ſeare of 


the enemic; which he cannot be, without theſe things, 
It is reported that the principall cauſe of the loſſe of the

Grecke Empire, by the late conqueſt which the Turke | 


 madeofthefamous Conſtantinople, was the churliſh- 
neſſe of the {ubieR toward their Emperour : the ſiege 
was foreſene,and motions were made for contribution 
toward the repaire of the walles, and certaine militarie 
charges, but the ſubicct drew backe, and pleaded want, 
vntill it was too late, and the Citic loſt : what time the 
Turkeentring, and finding ſo much wealth in priuate 
mens houſes, amazed, lift vp his hands to heauen, and 
asked what they meant that had ſo much wealth, to ſut- 
ter themleſucs to be thus deſtroyed, onely for want of 
viing it. VVhen I remember the bencfits that God gaue 
vs when he brought his Maicſty in, & his rare conſtan- 
ci in maintaining Religion,and expoſing himſclteand 
his childrento the furic of the diuell and his Agents,for 
our ſakes; and when I thinke vponthelibertie that the 
Goſpelland Tuſtice obtaine vnder him ; and when I 
reade,now and then, in my bookes, of the vaſt and _ 
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full confuſion that many a people lines in, in compari- 
ſon of vs, I with thatin lieu hereof hisgractous Highnes, 
45 longas he lives might recetueall contentement from 
vs20aine, Forall wiſe men know that the welfare of 
kingdomes flowes from the goodnes of the King. And 
therefore his Maieſtie is worthy of all he hath, and 
more, and wemay with comfort contribute to his 
charges that we do, and it it were more. And ſo Icome

23 Wherein he admoniſhes touching the end why 
rich men muſt do all this, and the ſtate whereto they

}aid here, that all ſuch as will entoy thelife to come, lay 
hold vpon it inthis lite. There is no queſtion of this 
point. For Abraham tells the rich man, bcing in hell 
torments : Remember that thou,in thy life time, receineds1 
thy pleaſures; and likewiſe Lazarw paine : therefore he 
elorified, and thou tormented. And the Apoſtle requiring 
them to lay 4 good foundation , implyes that the ſtate of 
thenext life followes the ſtate of this, as the vpper buil- 
ding followes the foundation. If we live well, rhat is a 
good foundation, if wickedly and diſobediently, that 
isa bad foundation. For,lob 4. They that plow intquitie, 
and ſow wickeaneſſe, ſhall reape the ſame. This life is the 
held wherein he muſt fow that will reape: the vincyard 
wherein he muſt labour that will receive wages : the | 
race wherein he muſt runne that will be crowned : the 
mart time wherein he muft occupic his talent that 
will bea gainer : the warfare wherein he muſt fight 
valiantly that will be rewarded. 1ehn 9. The night ap- 
proches 
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procherwherin no man can work. Thirdly heafhrmes,that 
as there isa time & alife to come, the foundation wher- 
of is to be layed inthis life : ſo humilitic of minde, and 
mercic, and goodneſle, and readineſle in giſtributing, 
is the way to apprehend it, and come vnto it :and all 
rich men thereby haue readie and infallible way vnto 
ſaluation,So ſaith S.lohn, 1.Epiſt.3.14.By this we know, 
we are tranſlated from death to life, if we loue our brethren. 
And therefore our Sauiour, Luk. 16. bids, Make you 
friends with your riches, that they (your friends by exhi- 
biting your almes) may receive (and make way for you 
to cnter) into euerlaſting habitations, But, of all other, 
the 25 of Matthew ſhewes this moſt plainely : where 
our bleſſed Sauiour ſhall fay at the day of tudgemenr, 
to thegodly, Comeye bleſſed,erc. And this 15s the reaſon 
why almes, and mercie, andal[good workes, are fo 
commended in the'Scripture, and in the Fathers, and 
have thoſe high titles given vnto them, becauſe they 
arethe things which God hath appointed vs to walkin 
forthe working out of our ſaluation. 

25 Forthe better vnderſtandivg of which poinr, 
and that you may ſee the venime which the Church 
of Rome hath pur into the doctrine of Almes , and all 
Good works: you muſt note that for the bringing man 
to heaven and happineſle , two things muſt be done: 
Firſt, Gods juſtice mfuſt be ſatisfied, and the price be 
paied which man, through his {1nne,owes ro God. For 
God hauing given the Law for man to keepe entire- 
lIie,in thought, word, and dcede; and man hauing bro- 
ken.this law, by his ſinne; the iuſtice of God is ſuch, 
that he cannot, now, be ſaued , till che price be paied 
for thisfinne : and a iuſt and full fatisfaRion be made 
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to God fortheSreach of this law : the which no man 
can doby almes, or prayers, or any good workes; but 
by faith in Chriſt, whole dearth and obedience alone 
iuſtifieth from the law. But then, ſecondly,when Chriſt 
our Sauiour hath reconciled vs to his Father,and cleua- 
ted ys into a new ſtate, that our ſinnes are pardoned); 
and obtained for vs the gift of eternail life : yet ſtill we 
mult performe the conditions, and wajke the way pre- 
ſcribed in the Goſpell. As if the King freely, without 
deſert of mine, atthe mediation of another, give mea 
place about him,and neuer ſo much right vatoit; yet I 
am bound, it I will cnioy it,to come vnto him, and do 
the things that the place requireth : andithegiue mca 
treegrowing inhis forreſt, this his gift tyes me to be at - 
coſt to cutit downe,and bring it home,if I will haue it: 
and when I haue done,I cannot brag that by my com- 
ming and ſeruice, I merited the place ; or by my coſtin 
carrying the tree, made my ſelfe worthy of the tree; as 
the Ieſuites ſpcake of their workes : but onely my deed 
is the way that leades to the fruition ofthat which is 
freely giuen me. And there cannot be produced aplace 
inall the Scripture, nor a ſentence inall the Fatketrs, 
which extend our works any further, or make them ex- 
cecdethe latitude of a meere condition, or way,where- 
by we walke to that, which, not themſclues, but the 
bloud of Chriſt, hath deſerued. The Prophet Dauid 
was a holy man, and mercifull to the poore, yet when 
he comesto the point of meriting, Pſalme 143. he de-. 
fires God Not 79 enter into indgement with him ; for xo 
fleſh righteous in his ſfizht. And, that which might giue 
anend to this controuerfic for ever; Apoc.4.10.we reade 


the foure and twenty Elders bad crownes vpos their heads, 
|  . but 
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but yet when they came into the prefence of God, to 
worſhip him, They ca## them downe before his T hrone, 
aud cried, Thou alone art worthy, Againe, within the 
ſame latitude of our workes , the Apoſtle faith, thar 
thereby We lay hold pon eternall life; becauſe as they 
are the way, ſo they giue confidence and aſſurance ta 
the conſcience, and lay, through hope, the ground of 
faluation in our minde. For as he that keepes the way, 
is ſure to cometo the end; ſo he that perſeueres in the 
way of a good life,is ſure to come to eternall life, and 
hath confidence, not becauſe he thinkes his workes 
are worthy, ordeſerueit, but becauſe he knowes they 
are the way. 1. 10h.3. If our heart condemne vs not, we 
haue confidence toward God. Saint Ierome writes of Hi- 
trio, a holy man, that when hedied, and felta motion 
of feare, he checkt himlclfe , Egredere anima mea, egre- 
dere, quid times? Septuazinta prope annu ſervifti Chriſto, 
& iam times! March on my ſoule,and ſet forward willinz- 
ly : why feareſt thou ? theſe ſeuentie yeares thou haſt ſerued 
| God, and wilt thou be now afraid? For as in aclocke, the 
finger makes not the clocke to go,butthe clocke it:and 
yet it ſhewes how the clocke goes within. So our 
works. And as after along fickneſle, when a man feeles 
his ſtomacke come, his ſtrength, and fleeperoamend, 
and his fits to abate; he beginneth to conceiue certaine 
hope of life : een fo our workes are the ſignes of our 
election; and the forerunners of ſaluation, whereby we 
tay hold on it by hope and faith, and walke toward it. 
This is the Apoſtles meaning. 7. 

26 Let vscometo ſome application of ir, and fo 
end. When the foundation of cternall happinetle is to 
be laidinthis world , by liuing godly ;and ſuch as will 

__ entoy 
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enioy heauen muſt lay hold vpoa it in this life, they 

muca forget chemſelues,thar, by liuing in finne and 
wickednctlc, lay the foundation of cheir owne deſtru- 
ion. For lob laith of euery wicked man,20 ,11. that 
Hu bones ſhall be filled with his ſinne, and it ſhall coach 
downe with him in the deft, and 1.Toh. 3 .8.Let no man de- 
cerue you with waine words, he that doth wickedly 6 a wic- 
ked man, and of the djuell. Euery man thinkes to have 
eternall lite, and yet few lay any foundation for it. It 
Euer it were atimeto cry out of {1nne, this is1t, where- 
_ 1n the Preachers may ſay with the Angel in Zach.1.We 
 hauegone through the world, and behold all the world ſit- 
zeth {till, andis at reit. And it cannot befaid of vs, as it 
was of the Amorites , that Their wickedneſſe # not yet 
complete : Gen. 15, For weſcelinne tobe of that eleua- 
tion, thatthere is ſcarce left any roome for the mercie 
.of God tohelpe vs. There are foure things that ſhew 
ſinne to be complete, and nothing wanting butthe ter- 
rible iudgements of God to be daily looked for. Fiſt, 
whenthe ſinnes aregreat, like the ſinnesof the Gen- 
tiles, Atheiſme, whoredome,Sodomie, bloudſhed,op- 
preſſion, Theſe are crying {innes, and there areno 
orcater. Secondly, when they are ſo generall that all 
ſorts are wrapt inthem. In Sodome there were not 
Tex good men,Gen.18, but round about,from the youns to 

the old, they followed wickedneſle, Gen. 19, and Gen, 

6.12. All fleſh bad corrupted their way wpontheearth. 
Thirdly, when it is done openly without ſhame or 

feare. Eſay 3.9. T heir countenance teſtifieth again#i then, 
they ſhew their ſinnes like Sodome, they hide them not , like 

Abſolon that Lay with his fathers concabines inthe ſight 


_ #f all Iſrael, 2. $Sam.16. 22, Fourthly,when it _ 
all 


berie, extortion, partialitie. That of the Prophet, Eſay 
M 


at the Spittle. Sr 


all admonition and reformation,and no Preaching can 


beate it downe : like the old world, that an hundred 
eares together, all the while the Arke was in making, 
deſpiſed the preaching of Noah : and like Babilon. /er. 
5I. 9, Wewould haue cured Babel , but [hee could not be 
healed, The ſinners of England ate of thisf1ze. Let 
it be written with a pen of iron, and the point of a dra- 
mond. Ter. 17. 1. Nolinne lo great but itis among 
vs; and that which is greater then the greateſt, the grea- 
teſt ſinnes are, many times, cither leaſt puniſhed,or nor 
atall. And the courſe of {inne is ſo generall, that he be- 
oins to be counted very preciſe that will not ſweare and 
ſwagger with the worſt. But if any can cleave, a little 
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more then ordinarie,to Religion,that ſcarce ſures with 


the ciuilitie of our time. And our finnes are ſo open 


that I muſt ſay with Bernard , They are become the fable 
ef the world: that if we ſhould not ſpeake of them,every 
man might call vs the groſſeſt diſſemblers of the world. 


Would God the Noahs of our time had left ws any peece of 


4 2arment 10 couer them, Neither will they endure re- 
proofe,but are iuſtified, and affrontthe Pulpit, thatthe 


greateſt Biſhop in the kingdome ſhall be cenſured if he 


deale with them. Yeathe torrent of theſe things isſo 


ſtrong , that ir ſeems manifelily to tend to the difſolu- 


tion of all humane ſocietie. Three things maintaine 


_ lociety, Religion, Iuſtice, and Order. Religion is piti- 


fully violated by Atheiſine, blaſphemie, herefte, horri- 
ble profanenes, The Stages now in this city , wo isme 
that I ſhould liue to ſce it, toſſe the Scripture phraſe as 
commonly, as they do their Tobacco in their bawdy 
houſes. Iuſtice is deſtroyed by oppreſſion, rapine,bri- 
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- 59. isverified : Judgement i turned backward , & Iuftice 
| (tanas alvofe ;. for truth # fallen in the ſtreete, and equitic 
canxzot go. O the pitic of God ! If truth had fallen in 
the deſert, it had bene no maruell : but that it ſhall fall 
4ntheſtrecte, where ſo many govp and downe, and 
noneto helpe it vp; and be ſo wounded with the fall 
that it ſhould be lamed, no vprightneſle, no plaine dea-. 
ling,no truth among men, this is lamentable. Gouecrn- 
ment and order is profaned by contention , by con- 
temning the Magiſtrate, by whoredome, inceſt,ſodo- 
my,pride,drunkennes.Theſc things are too maniteſt: & 
all thatare guiltie muſt make account, when they haue 
run their race, that there isa heauen & a God, whom it 
wil bea woful thing to loſe for the baſe pleaſures of this | 
world. Andin this paſſage valuc all men alike,of what 
cloth ſocuer his coate be made : he that layes the foun-. 
dation with firework,muſt look,in the end,to be blown 
vp. The great Nobleman,that thinkes God hath made 
him greater then others , for no purpoſe but that he 
might be bolder to fin,then others:the wealthy Gentle- 
rnan that turns towns into ſheepe walks ; ſell Benefices 
for ready mony : contriue hoſpitality into the narrow 
room of a poorc lodging taken vp in the Citic:thatſub- 
uert the ſtrength of rhe land by vnreaſonable renting 
 therenants: the Iudge thattakes bribes,that indges for 
fauour, that vpon the bench makes lawes, andiuſiice, 
and religion, ſtoope to his Juſt : the Lawyerthat pleads 
acainſt the right, leades Iuric into periurie: ſpends Sab- 
both after Sabboth among clients,openly defying God 
to his face thereby, and proteſting that he loues his fee 
better then Gods ordinance : rhe fharking Officer that 
receiues bribes, & ſpares neitherthe King northe ſub- 
ic, bur ſucks from them both what he can; and the 
| Clergie 
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Clergieman too that failes , either 1n life or teaching: 
orlabours not effeuually to feedethe flocke whereof 
the holy Ghoſt hath made him Ouerſeer : forall that 
are ſuch as theſe, and all whatſocuer that lay the foun- 
dation of finne, muſt needs build vpon condemnati- 
on. And albeit my words may worke no great im- 
preſton , yet afore any man can deny this to be true, 
hemuſtturne Atheiſt , and be certaine that my Text, 
and all Scripture,is falle ; and that there 1s no God, nor 
heauen, nor hell torments.A hard point to ſettle inthe 
minde; yer if it benot fo, all thar liuein this vngodly 
ſort ſhall periſh eternally. For God in the Scripture 
hath ſaid it,and all the holy men,from the beginning of 
the world to this day, haue beleeucd it. | 
27. Theſeruants of Chriſt, who by their obedience 
plorifie his name,ſhall do otherwiſe: whom againeand 
againe I exhort to go forward in laying hold vpon this 
eternity : letno tediouſneſſe of time or labour wearic 
you, let not the ſnares of this preſent world intrap you, 
| butlooking on Ieſus Chrittthe authorandcapraine of 
our faith , runne with patience the race thatis ſet be- 
fore you, that the ſence and loueof this preſent world 
rob you not of the hope of the world to come. Looke 
vponthoſe, who, inallages, hauetaken this courſe: 
the Prophets and Patriarkes, Apoſtles, and Chriſtians 
in times paſt, and as wiſe and noble ſpirits as euerlined; 
whom this world could neuer decciue, the pleaſures 
thereof could not ſurpriſe them , nor all the greatneſſe 
therein tranſport them; they onely attended ypon God 
and the good which he ſet before theireyes: they tram- 
pled vnder their feete all that, whatſocuer it were, that 


could not be vſed with godlinefſe. They lived iuſtly, 
M 2 loberly 
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| ſoberly, charitabl;;,chaſNy, vprightly among all men: 


they called vpon God, were zealous for his word, 
ſoughtnotthem(lclues butthe comon good of Church 
and State,& only inquired how they might glorifie his 
namethat ſo mcrcituly redeemed them with his blood. 


MethinkesI ſee them mounting themſelues aboucthe | 
cloudes, and trampling vnder their feet, all the vanities | 


_ of this world; and with their hands wafting vs toward 
them,and calling alowd vpon vs to follow them, and 
haſten away, that the loue of riches, and pleaſure, and 
caſe, & ſecurity, intercept vs not. They are gone befote 
vs,and being crowned live in the toyfull focicty of ho- 


ly Angels and the bleſſed Trinitie, where the chiefe of 


their toy is, that they are deliuercd from this wretched 
world.O happy life that ſhall neucr ſee death,nor heare 
any more the temptations of this wicked world : that 
ſhalllay all thcle things at our fect, and ſhew vs him that 
hath conquered them: where all this riches,and power, 
and greatnes, and abundance,and pleaſure, and cuerie 
worldly ioy, ſhall haue no vſc ; but God himfelfe ſhall 
beallinall; and ſuchas haue renounced theſe things,or 
coucrted them tothe ſcruice of God,(hall for gold haue 
immortalitic, and for the pleaſure of fin reape ioy and 
etcrnitie with God for cuer: and thathappinefle which 
the ſoule of man cither moſt deſires, oris moſt capa- 
ble of. The fruition of God ſhall betheir meate and 
drinke : the glorie conferred vpon them ſhall be their 
apparcl;;their delight, the ſociety of men & Angels; the 
toy of their hart,the depth of cternity. And now © Lo1d 


our God the mercifull Father of all that ſecke thce, 


inſpire our kearts, put backe the world, the diuel!l , and 
tne 
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the fleſh from vs. Ioyne vs to thy ſelfe now in this life 


| by grace,andthen in thatlife by glorie for Chuilts ſake, 


to whom with the holy Ghoft, inthe vnitic of the 
Trinitie,three perſons, and one immortall 
God,berendred all honour,and 
glorie, and thankeſgiuing 
now and for cuermore.
